married, makes himself conspicuous even as a student in the patriotic 

youth organization of the Austrian Youth Movement. He attends secondsjr

in 1940. The Austrian Youth Movement does not grant Slavik the position 
he seeks. He becomes a member! of the association of the Kabsburg move- 
ment, "Ottonia”. He meets all the functionaries of that association, and 
the monarchist movement, too. Disappointment here, too, not because of 
the program, but because of the failure to make use of him in a leading 
position, which, from his point of view, was unjustified. Slavik has 
maintained his relations with the Austrian Youth Movement since his mem- 
bership in the "Ottonia". He turns to the Hitler Youth, is welcomed 
Joyously because of his knowledge of the Austrian Youth Movement and the
